Sup- 
posing that the bottle were kept the dark for 
a considerable period, say six months, the stored- 
up light would not be quite exhausted, as on 
warming the bottle immersion hot water, 
considerable evolution phosphorescent 
light would take place. 

When made into a paint with a suitable oil 
varnish, the sulphide loses none of its phospho- 
rescent properties; and articles which have been 
painted with the Balmain paint remain 
visible during the whole of the night, provided 
that they have received the light during portion 
the day. This circumstance renders the paint 
of very great value for such purposes as paint- 

posts gates dark lanes, the piers 
bridges, boats, carts, hoardings, or other objects 
which may the cause accidents dark 
places. More than this—a room which is, in 
great part, coated with the luminous paint, 
never dark, provided that it receives the daylight 
for a few minutes during each twenty-four hours.

It is also likely to 
prove very considerable value for painting 
the interiors of railway carriages, as the phos-

The market for crude menhaden oil was dull 
at the beginning of 1881, and, in the absence of 
offers or bids, it was difficult to obtain reliable 
quotations. Manufacturers, anticipating that 
pressers would forced into the market re- 
plenish their stocks, kept back what little oil 
they had and during the first three weeks of 
January there was little nothing offered here. 
At the end of that time, as pressers failed to 
come in, manufacturers expressed a desire 10 
sell, but named 40c as the lowest price they 
would willing accept prime light oil. 
Buyers’ ideas were not above and, though 
the offerings became freer before the end of the 
month, little business was consummated. At the 
beginning of February there was nothing offered 
here, the oil could not laid down except 
price buyers refused pay.

German Petroleum. 

Consul Schoenle, Bartram, Germany, 
recent report the state department, 
makes the following remarks upon German 
petroleum 


The predictions made report the dis- 
covery of petroleum wells on the “Lineburger 
Heide” near Peirie, the effect, 
namely, “that the supply and quality oil from 
these wells would prove importance,” have 
been partly realized. The opening Mr. 
wells created quite a petroleum ‘‘boom” in Ger- 
many, and several companies with considerable 
capital sprang almost immediately into exist- 
ence. In order to commence operations in the 
newly-discovered oil region, speculative fever 
was developed petroleum stock the prin- 
cipal German bourses, and the ground of the oil 
territory, formerly almost worthless, was pur- 
prices ranging from $750 $1,000 per 
acre. Troops of sight-seers flocked to gaze at 
the works operation, and frequent 
mental borings were made, and are still being 
prosecuted vigorously. There are far or- 
ganized companies, and some English companies 
have recently acquired large tracts of land for 
boring purposes. In the vicinity of Celle, bor- 
ings are conducted under the direction

A certain coloring substance is found in com 
merce under different names, but oftenest called 
induline, violet blue, and its composition 
expressed by the formula Cig H15 N3, Its best 
known salts are the chlorhydrate, soluble al- 
cohol, and the sulphate, soluble water. may 
prepared different ways, but the inventor 
prefers the method heating low (40°) tem- 
perature almidoazobenzole with chlorhydrate 
aniline, presence aniline excess.

Peroxyde Hydrogen Bleaching 
Agent and Antiseptic. 


The following notes upon piroxyde 

ydrogen are from lecture recently de- 
livered before the German engineers 
Hanover, Dr. Ebell the chemical 
works Haen List, near Hanover. 

According to. the researches ozon- 
ized oxygen said the active principle 
grass bleaching. Later and extremely exact re- 
searches Emil have, however, proved, 
conformity with the opinions Houzeau 
and Fr. Goppelsroceder, that ozone not being 
engendered the air during the process 
but rather that all the reactions as- 
cribed the influence ozone the 
action peroxyde hydrogen. Continued 
quantitative analyses to ascertain the air’s stand- 
ard peroxyde hydrogen led the perception 
that dependsin great measure external 
circumstances, such the time year and day, 
the movements the air, etc., and 
opinion that the preponderating influence its 
production must ascribed the light. 

Atmospheric precipitations. particularly hoar- 
frost originating under certain conditions, con- 
tain considerable quantities peroxyde hy- 
drogen, namely 0.04 to 1 milligramme in one liter 
liquid.
